Health Commissioner Charles R., practically free from its ravages.

ing the next few. weeks in order 
to conséxye the health. of this com- 
“munity, Dr., Blake advised. the peo- 
ple of Richmond to wear maskg at 
the: outbreak, of. the epidemic. in 
October and saw that his advice 
was heeded, by bringing the law 
to his aid, with the result Rich- 
mond's death rate was the lowest 
of any city according to popula- 
tion and cases of the epidemic re- 


ported of amy city in the entire 
state, 


He advises the people to remain 
within the confines of this city as 
Sar as possible until health conui- 


tions. are better in the neighbor- 
mg towns, He tells them,to avoid 
crowds, refrain from riding in 
street cars as much as possible and 
to co-operate in every way possiblic 
to prevent a recurrence of the epi- 
demic here, 

Dr, Blake points out that there 
is really but little need ror the 
people here to incur the risk o 
contracting the disease by going 
elsewhere to shop for holiday goods, 
The local merchants have secured 
large stocks of goods to uccommo- 
date the home people and there is 
no necessity of risKing their own 
health and the health of the entire 
city by going elsewhére and mix- 
ing up in large crowds to do their 
Christmas buying. indeed, it is 
imperative that they . nemain at 
home until the scourge subsides in 
the other towns about the bay. 

Dr. Blake believes tere is but 
little danger in Richmond from a 
recurrence of the disease if the 
people here will heed his advise 
and: he admonishes them that their 
health at this time is their most 
precious possession.

Allied Soldiers and Civillans 
in Starving: Russia. 


A reltef ship was ‘receritly sent from 
this country to Archangel by the 
Ainerican. Red Cross with 4,600 tons 
of drugs, food, soap and other: sup- 
plex for the use of the Allied soldiers 


and needy civillags fa thet’ past of 


Rus-ia, The vessel's cargo wus val- 
ued at $1,511,283. 


Luter, another ship: was dispatehed 
carrying’ 200 tons of simtlar supplies 
furnished by the American Red Cross, 
the total expenditure for the two ship- 
ments amounting to. over $2,000,000. 

Mujor C, T. Williams of Baltimore 
was in charge of the party of thirteen 
which accompanied the shipment from 
this country. He was formerly a mem- 
ber of the Red Cross Comasission for 
Roum@nia. Major Kirkpatrick, at one 
Ume a member of'the latter comuinis- 
sion, but. recently attached to the 
Army Medical Corps, heatis the medi- 
cal end of the Archangel expendition. 
Drugs and general hespital sapplies 
constituted the greater’ part’ of the 
cargo sent from’ America. 

While the chtef concern of the ex- 
pedition was providing comforts for 
American and Allied fighting men in 
that part ef the world, all efforta were 
bent to get relief to the Russfan sol- 
diers who were returned from Ger- 
man prison camps at the rate of about 
15,000 a week. The condition of these 
men was pitiable. It has been esti- 
mated that 90 per cent. of them were 
tubercular. 

In addition to drugs and food, al- 
most every imaginable article on the 
list of supplies sent over was for the 
comfort. convenience and pleasure of 
the Allied soldiers. Just a few of 
these articles were playing cards, 
razor blades, jJewsharps, mandolins, 
accordeons, ukaleles, phonographs, 
cameras, skates; wigs, whiskers, 
grease paints, footballs, snowshoes, 
slippers, hockey outfits, indoor base- 
balls, moving picture outfits, Bibles, 
prayer books, boxing gloves, games, 
music, books, cigarettes, candy and 
dried fruits, 

The need of prompt relief for the 
inhabitants’ of towns along the coast 
of the White Sea and on the Kola 
peninsula, many of whom were facing 
starvation, was found to be impera- 
tive. Scurvy had brokem out among 
the people at these places, adding to 
the general distress. ° 

The tawns to which the relief ex- 
pendition was sent are virtually iso- 
Inted from the outside world because 
of the treacherous coast line. shifting 
sund bars and uncharted waters. An 
exceptionally early frost, even for that 
part of the world, rulned the harvests, 
cH wére expected to improve con- 
fons. Statements, printed in Rus-

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APPLIED BUSINESS 
METHODS 


ESTERN states need the 

wholesome effect of in- 
jecting business methods into 
their public administration. 

Here is a little object lesson 
showing what can be = accom- 
plished by merely applying pri- 
vate methods in public affairs. 

In the fall of 1914 the State 
of Connecticut had a net indebt- 
edness drawing interest amount- 
ing to $10,860,000. 

Mark Holeomb, a hard-headed 
lawyer, who could not have 
been elected in some states, was 
made governor. 

He put over a business sys- 
tam that brought all -depart- 
ments under a State Board of 
Finance, and he kept his thumb 
on that board. 

The joint committee of the 
legislature on appropriations, 
held its sessions with the State 
Finance Board and the governor 
had the veto. 

Net result: In three years 
the debt has disappeared, ex- 
cept some bonds not yet due. 
but there is a sinking fund on 
hand to meet them. 

How was it done? Just plain 
common sense business manage- 
ment that any city, state or the 
nation can get by insisting on it. 

Bringing the matter right to 
our. very doors, how much better 
Richmond would be off if we 


had a business administration o! 


the city and how much better 
off the people of the county 
would be if strictly business 
methods, instead of politica) 
were brought to bear in all our 
affairs. Not that men holding 
official positions in the city and 
county do not want to do the 
right thing, but for the reason 
they are the unwitting victims 
of a condition which -has existed 
here and ‘elsewhere since time 
immemorial. 

Of course the people themsel 
ves are to blame for conditions 
We in this country and by tha! 
we mean the United States, pa) 
the highest price for our gvern. 
ment and get the least for om 
money. We run everything on 
the bonanza plan of spending om 
money like drunken sailors, tc 
use an old time expression. War 
has taught us economy as indi- 
viduals, but collectively we have 


yet much to learn.

aroused all over the country. 
Fathers, " mothers, _ physicians, 
nurses and health officers — all
